The President 
of the Republic should be able to exercise a wider and more efficient 
role. . :

The death roll from the recent 
epidemic was gteatly in excess of 
all previous epidemics. The 
greatest influenza mortality 
hitherto was in 1900. when. how- 
ever, it amounted only to 2,826. 
Provisional fgures (not yet finally 
revised) for May and June show 
that influenza ,deaths in these 
‘menths numbered 140 and 55, and 
from them it may be accepted. 
says Dr. Duniop. that the end of 
April may safely be used as an 
arbitrary date of the end of-the 
epidemic. . a .

Speaking at the annual can- 
ference of the Northumberland 
Unionist Assotiation at Whitley 
Bary recently, the Duke of North- 
umberland, referring to the labour 
situation, ssid the Trade Union 
Congress had shown tHar -al- 
though the extremist section -had 
lost influence they were still a 
very real danger and must be 
fought to a finish. Their aims 
were not reform, but. revolution, 
not Government but Balshevism. 

“T have during the past few 
months,” he said, “endeavoured 
to expose the aims of perhaps the 


.| most dangerous of the extremists’ 


organisation the executive of the 
Miners’ Federation, as represent- 
fed by their president, Mr. Smillie. 
T should like to point ont that I 
have not and never have had’ the 
slightest desire to discredit Mr. 
Smillie or his ecutive if,they 
will play the game and nat con- 
tinue running false colours, 
bes so long as their President 
refuses to abjure his revolutiona’ 
and ant-nstional aims, and ye 
continues to pose as being solely 
concerned inthe welfare of the 
mining industry, itis necessary 
to expose him. So far from wish- 
ing todo him any harm I have 
implored him ‘to take the only 
course which can restore his re- 
putation and gain him the respect 
of all right thigking men. His 
tefusal to adopt it has now, as 
you will see, landed him inan 
impossible position, and he now 
stands ‘convicted out of his own 
mouth of disloyal and seditious 
conduct, * 

Yon will perhaps have noticed 
that finding it necessary to keep 
‘ap appearances before the recent 
Conference of Representatives of 
the Triple Alliance he has. issued 
another so-called “ chalienge” to 
me. This consists of a touching 
appeal to my sense of chivalry to 
prove or withdraw an alleged 
statement.made by meat Liverpool 
on July 24 that his executive were 
influznced by, Bolshevik interests 
and Bolshevik money. I kave 
replied that IE made no such 
charge, but that TI did make 
others equally serious from which 
Mr. Smillie has run away. On 
July 16 1 alluded again tochis 
disloyal, seditious, and -unpatrio- 
tie conduct during the war. and 
urged the Government to have 
no dealings with him in con- 
sequence. Oa this occasion he dis- 
played.the most intense indigna- 
tion as such charges being made 
urdear privilege in Parliament and 
challenged me to repeat them’ in 
fublic. I did so on July 24 at 
Liverpool. He then made a 
speech in Durham, in which he 
sajd that he had not yet read my 
charges, but intended to find out 
exactly what they were. Six 
weeks later, as I have already 
caid, he asserts that he knows 
nothing about them.. He thus 
asks us to believe — thar 
a man who felt himself deeply 
wronged by another and chaj- 
lenged that other to repeat his 
charges publicly actually did not 
take the trouble to find out what 
answer had been given to his 
challengé, although that answer 
had-been fully reported in practic- 
ally every leading paper, and Mr. 
Smillie had himself referred ‘ta 
the charges in various speeches. 

“Would it not have much better 
to have come forward likea man, 
as Linvited him to do. have con- 
fessed his guilt in 2 straight. 
forward manner, and have asked 
the forgiveness of. his country: 
men. instead ot ‘allowing this 
confession to be extracted from 
him in this humiliating and 
discreditabl> manner. Next, let 
us take .Mr. Smillie’s accu. 
sation that I charged his ex. 
ecutive with collusion’ with the 
Bolsheviks.

A SUGGESTION ABOUT RICKSHAS. 
A little while back there was 
quite a-deal being written and 
said. in regard to the condition of 
Hongkong’s public rickshas, and 
there was a very stréng desire 
expressed that these public con- 
veyances should at least be fitted 
with pneumatic tyres to bring 
them into ling with what pre- 
vails in mast of the other ports. 
The desire wax no: simply that 
we shouldbe like other people 
but that those riding in rickshas 
would have a little more comfort 
than is now possible. Tr has 
been | officially stated — that 
pneumatic tyres for rickshas are 
impracticable here because . the 
tyres would wear out so quickly 
ax to becume proanibitively ex- 
pensive. At that we will leave it, 
we do not share the 
view, A reader, who is very 
eften in Macao. hax told us that 
ricksha riding there is very much 
more comfortable than here, 
despite the fact that most of the 
streets are but badly cobbled. The 
reason is just thix: that all the 
riexshas are fitred with box spring 
seats. Whilst the ricksha itself 
may be badly. jolting about the 
Passenger gets very little of the 
shaking and js in) comparative 
comfort. Although® there are no 
pneumatic tyres the whole of the 
jarring Is taken off in the feat and 
riding is made extremely bearable. 
Fi icials here have sw allowed

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CAN CHINA SAVE HERSELF? 


a 


There is something appropriate about the Shanghai Corference 
of British Chambers of Comiberce expressing its cpinions on the 
affairs of South China in general ind the Canton Delta in particular. 
Tt will have been noticed from the Telegram sent yesterday by -our 
Shanghai correspondent that the Conference has urgently 
the attention of the Chinese Government to the suppres 

piracy and the state of lawlessness existing in Kwanctung P 
more especially in the Canton Delta, which results in a candition of 
affairs most detrimental to trade generally and pics perity ot 
South China. The appositeness of the representations is app 
when we recall that it wasin Canton that British mercharn 
began their commercial intercourse with China, under con 
nf extreme difficulty, and that ever since those early days B: 
traders have been vitally interested in business with South C 
There has seartely heen a tine, however, when foreign trade 
not been seriously obstructed by one cause or another. Wher 
has not been a case of official interference, lawlessness. unchecked 
by the Provincial authorities. ha» operated to put an effective check 
on trade. And these things recur again and again, not only to the 
disadvantage of the foreigner but also tothe manifest injury of 
the native"busigess man as well. ; 
When the Republic was inaugurated, the mast glowing visions, 
were Conjured up of a new era in which all these untoward happen- 
ings would be swept away and a great forward ‘stride taken in the 
development of trade‘and cummerce. These hopes, ,however, have 
been completely falsified, su that to-day, instead of matters having 
improved, we find 2 state of affairs which is even worse than condi- 
tions under the Manchu regime. The changes of Government 
which have taken place in Canton since the Revolution are more 
numerous than we would care to reckon up, and with each 
successive shuffle the, authority of the Government has 
visibly weakened. At present Kwangtung js supposed tu be 
ruled by a so-called Military Government, a.body illegal in 
conception and refusing to recognise the central authority. 
With the Peking Government in full diplomatic intercoursé ‘with 
oreign Powers, this Canton creation is nothing more nor less than 
wrebe isation. Ifit-stopped—at-refusal_tw-recog nise Peking, 
‘matters would not be so bad as they are. But we know for a fact 
that it improperly diverts the Customs and Sait revenues, from 
which Chine is under an international obligation to pay the interest 
‘on her foreign loans. as well as making imposts which bave no 
jnstification whatever. We are rather surprised that the Shanghai 
Conference did not take up this specific question, for matters 
have indeed come to a pretty pass when‘an illegally constituted 
body can lay hands on revenues, 4 proportion. of which should by 
right of Treaty go.into foreign hands. ’ 0 
Worst of alt from the commercial standpoint, the Canton 
Government betrays an utter helplessness in stamping out piracy, 
robberies and general lawlessnexs. What is true of the South is, 
’ unhappily, true also of-most of the Provincial authorities in other 
- parts of China. Sir John Jordan, we see, spoke at the Gonference 
of the great hindrance to trade development which all thia uncon- 
trolled unrest implies. He said that China heretofore bad not 
needed -a Government in the modern sense, local government 
<ufficing for the needs of the people, but the spread of communications

FORTHCOMING BAZAAR. . 


In another column we publish an 
appeal from the Bazaar Committee 
vf the Society of St. Vineent de 
Paul to the ladies of Hongkong for 
gifts of souvenirs and prizes for 
the Seth annual bazaar to be held 
onthe 7th December. The Society 


depends almost entirely on the pro- | 


ceeds of this annual bazaar for the 
maintenance of the large number 
of poor families under its care and 
for the education of the children 
of those families. 

- There are in these days many 
well-meaning people who entertain 
a sincere distrust of charity, which 
they declare to be merely the pur- 


| veyor of alms end the support of 


pauperism, If the visitation of 
the poor in their homes (which is 
the first duty imposed on its mem- 
bers by the rules of the Society of 
St. Vincent de Paul) had no other 
purpose than to provide temporary 
relief for the suffering poor, rellef 
which is very often insufficient. the 
cbnnection between this’ humble 
activity and its chief object would 
never be realised. The founder of 
the Society foresaw the objection, 
‘and in refuting it outlined so 
clearly the object of the Society 
that his words, written in 1848, 
will be of particular interest to 
those who are not well acquainted 
with the work of this great Asso- 
ciation. “It will often be said to 
the latest arrivals among you, and 
already you hear it.every day, 
‘How long will you continue to 
practise the charity of a cup of 
cold water? What can you do 
amongst a Brotherhood who only 


relieve distress without drying up. 


the springs of it? Why not rather 
come and take your place in those 
more progressive bodies where the 
members labour to eradicate the 
evil at.one blow, to regenerate the 
world, and to rehabilitate the.dis- 
inherited?’ Such language is not 
new to us; it isthe language used 
towards us fifteen years ago by 
the schools of St. Simon, when, 
with only a handful of:men, we 
were founding the Society of St. 
Vincent de Paul. To be sure we 
are. not self-complacent, and 
Heaven preserve us from priding 
ourselves on our works! But 
when we compare what we would 
have Accomplished inthe ranks of 
those. who were pursuing us with 
their reproaches, and the wants we 
have succoured, the tears we have 
dried, the unions legitimised, tne 
children ‘brought up, the crimes, 
perhaps, prevented, the angry 
minds soothed, ah! we do not re- 
gret the choice which God in- 
spired usto make. Make the same 
choice, Gentlemen, and fifteen 
years hence you will not be sorry 
forit. Yes; undoubtedly, it is not 
enough to relieve the indigent poor 
from day to day; we must get at 
the root of the evil, and by means 
of wise reforms lessen the causes 
of public misery. But'we profess 
to believe: that the knowledge of 
useful reform is to be obtained 
less through books and from pub- 
lic meetings, than by going up the 
stairs of the poor man’s gurret, 
Sitting by his bedside, feeling the 
same coldas he,’and by inducing 
him to confideto us the secret of a 
sad and lonely heart in the in- 
timacy of a friendly talk. When 
we have acquitted oursxelres of 
this duty, not merely for a few 
months, but for long years, and 
when we have thus studied the 
poor man in his home, at school, in 
hospital, not in one town only, 
but in several, in the country, in 
every’ 
placed him, then we begin to know 
the elements of this formidable 
problem of misery, then we have 
the right ta propose,serious mea: 


cent de Paul gain through this in- 
timate association with the poor 
and‘their. children a wonderful 
knowledge of the needs of a class 
whose conditions can otherwise 
never be thoroughly appreciated, 
It is undoubtedly because of this 
intimate knowledge and apprecia- 
tion that the Society has in ail 
lands been always sq successful 
in the “social” Works, properly so:

To afford an opportunity.for the 
universal expression of this feel- 
ing it is my desire and hope that 
at the hour when the Armistice 


came into force, the 11th hour of € | 


the llth month, there may be for 
the brief space of two minutes a 
complete suspension of all or 
normal activities. 

During that time, except in the 
Tare Cases where it may be im- 
practicable, all work, all sound 
and all locomot.on should cease 
so that in perfect stillness the 
thoughts of everyone may be 
concentrated on reverent remem- 
brance of the glorious dead.

SOME “REFORMERS " - 
CRITICISED. 

Mr. ALE. Crawley writes to the 
London Observer as follows :— 

Criticism of the methods and 

regulations of agame is usually }. 
a sign, not of defects in the. game. 
but of intelligent interest on the 
part of players and spectators. 
Yet rules committees must sit 
very tight when these suggestions 
come forward, lest reformation 
result in deformation. To their 
eredit be it said, that rules com- 
“mittees are generally a very 
sound-judging and hard-beaded 

‘ collection ofsportmen. Recently 
both cricket and golf have been 
through the furnace of re-leading 
to-deformation in the respective 
matters of two ‘versus three-day 
matches and of altering the 
stymie rule.
